The area’s coldest day ever 
was on Feb. 9, 1934 when tem­ 
peratures plunged to 14 degrees 
below zero. However, the thermo­ 
meter went back up to seven de­ 
grees in the afternoon, the Tren­ 
ton weather bureau pointed out.

Frigid weather gripped the en­ 
tire county with no relief in sight 
for a few days. Temperatures this 
morning plunged to below zero in 
upper portions of Bucks. 
The thermometer dropped to a 
record-equalling two above zero 
in Lower Bucks, but other places 
recorded even colder tempera­ 
tures. It was two below zero early 
this morning in Doylestown and 
four below at 8 a m.

Frigid weather gripped Penn­ 
sylvania today, shattering records 
and giving many communities in 
the western end of Ute state their 
coldest temperatures of the cen­ 
tury. 
The thermometer plunged to 18 
degrees below zero at Greater 
Pittsburgh Airport to erase the 
previous low reading of ll below 
for a Jan. 24 in the district. The 
all-time low for Pittsburgh was 20 
below recorded on Feb. IO, 1899 
It was 13 below in downtown 
Pittsburgh at 7 a.m. 
The U.S. Weather Bureau re­ 
ported official overnight readings 
of —20 at Dubois. Bradford and 
Somerset. Blairsville had a bone- 
chilling 19 below zero and it was 
18 in Philipsburg. Elsewhere in 
the western part of the state 
Warren reported —17, Franklin 
16, Parker had —14 and Beaver i 
Falls -IO. 
The mercury dropped to 2 
above zero in Harrisburg early 
today and Philadelphia recorded 
I, or just one degree above 
the record low for the date. 
Cato Te Stay 
Forecasters said not much re­ 
lief was in sight for the next few 
days. 
In the last 24 hours, at least 
five weather connected deaths 
were counted across Pennsylva­ 
nia. Three of the fatalities oc­ 
curred in highway mishaps in 
which the weather was a factor. 
Two persons died of exposure and 
over 
exertion while shoveling 
snow. 
Numerous 
counties 
reported 
that schools had been closed for 
the day because of the sub-zero 
weather and new snow. 
A fresh snowfall in Philadelphia 
added to that city’s transit prob­ 
lems as a strike against the 
Philadelphia Transportation Co, 
entered its loth day.

Protest School Redistricting 


A storm (rf protest arose in the 
Bensalem and Council Hock school 
districts this morning when au­ 
thorities learned that the two dis­ 
tricts could be legislated out of 
existence by the middle of next 
year. 
One school director said that he 
was "amazed." 
Howard Speck Sr., president of 
the Bensalem board, stated that 
he, the members of the board 
and, he was sure, the residents of 
the township, were "very much 
opposed to any change." 
Dr. George E. Taylor, Council 
Hock 
superintendent, 
declared 
that the state Council of Educa­ 
tion "should think twice" before 
it tinkers any further with the 
proposed reorganization of Bucks 
County schools. 
Plan Rejected 
The council yesterday rejected 
a reorganization plan for Bucks 
County which had been submit­ 
ted by the county superintendent, 
Dr. George E. Raab, under the 
provisions of Act 561 which calls 
for reducing the number of dis­ 
tricts in Pennsylvania. 
The council sent this plan back 
because it felt that Council Rock 
and Bensalem should be included 
in reorganization. Dr. Raab's plan 
would not have changed either 
district. 
Basic reason was because neith­ 
er has at present the required 
minimum of 4,000 students in it. 
This particular objection was 
criticized 
strongly 
yesterday. 
Both districts expect to have more 
than 4,000 by July I, 1965, when 
the act goes into effect. 
Robert Shafer, Bensalem su­ 


perintendent of schools, pointed 
out that according to a Bucks 
County Planning Commission pro­ 
jection. Bensalem will be the larg­ 
est township in the county by the 
year 2010. 
This projection estimates 78, 
146 people in Bensalem at that 
time; it had only 23,478 in the 
1960 census. 
Tile five municipalities in the 
Council Rock district would have 
a population of 92,182 according 
to this study. 
Shafer said he more or less 
expected such a reaction from the 
state council. "This was my pre­ 
diction," he said. 
However, he added, "There will 
be quite an uproar from the peo­ 
ple. We'll have to sit down with 
the facts and figures and see 
where we stand now.” 
To Call Meeting 
Speck declared that he would 
call a special meeting of the 
Bensalem school board as soon 
as he receives official notification 
of the rejection. 
"Our school district will be the 
largest in this end of the coun­ 
ty,” he said. 
He declared that Dr. Raab’s 
plan, which reduced the Bucks 
districts from 13 to nine, was 
"the best plan available." 
"I don’t see how anyone can 
redistrict this county by remote 
control 
from 
Harrisburg," 
he 
said. "The Bucks County plan 
was as god as it could be."

Growth Revealed 
Newtown Township had 1,468 
residents under the 1960 census, 
he said, but more than 2,500 now 
Northampton Township has grown 
from 6,006 to 7,500 and even 
small Newtown Borough from 2,- 
323 to 2,570. 
The Council Rock junior and 
senior high schools expect an in­ 
crease of 200 in enrollment next 
year, he said. 
He also declared that bus trans­ 
portation problems would be in­ 
creased.

Details of a $2,500,000 shopping 
center on Street Road, west of 
Bustleton Pike in Lower South 
ampton were released today by 
its builder, John J. Mcllhinney 
The new center makes the fourth 
major building project in Lower 
Southampton to be announced in 
the last three months. The new­ 
est addition to the Lower South­ 
ampton building boom will be call 
ed Street Road Shopping Center. 


Construction will start within a 
few months, Mcllhinney said. 
25 Stores 


On a tract, slightly more than 
13 acres in size, the builders ex 
pect to have over 25 stores, em­ 
ploying about 450 people. 
The new center will face the 
proposed J. M. Fields Develop­ 
ment which will be across Street 
Road. 
The buildings will be all brick 
Colonial in design, Mcllhinney 
announced, in keeping with the de­ 
sire of the township supervisors 
to stress Colonial architecture in 
the community.

The Atlantic it Pacific stores 
have already signed a lease for 
a store in the new property, Mc­ 
llhinney announced. In addition 
there are nine (Aller chains with 
contracts pending. 
The colter will yield, accord­ 
ing to accounting estimates, be­ 
tween $30,000 and $$1,000 annual 
tax revenue. 
Included in the center will be 
a paint store, national variety 
chain, a bank branch, bakery, 
delicatessen, dry eleanor, restau­ 
rant. auto supply store, shoe store, 
men's clothing, and children’s 
store. 
Parking will be provided for 
more than 1,200 cars in the area, 
which will have to be vacated by 
its present occupant, a pansy 
farm. The center’s estimated $2,- 
500,000 valuation will include the 
value (A real estate, construction 
and facilities.

MAPLE SHADE. N J. (UPI) - 
A wind-whipped fire in bitter cold 
destroyed the Spanish-style Villa 
Capri Restaurant in this Burling­ 
ton County community today, 
causing a quarter-million dollar 
loss.

When Glasshofer pulled 
alongside the corner of Cottman 
St. and Frankford Ave., in Phila­ 
delphia, where the Croydon wom­ 
an was waiting for a bus. that 
evening at 5:30 the mother of 
three children thought the man 
was a neighbor. 
The man drove her to Tennis 
Ave., near the Cornwell’s Heights 
railroad station, where he threat­ 
ened her with a knife and then 
committed 
the 
assault, 
police 
said. 
Glasshofer, who had been a po­ 
liceman on the Philadelphia police 
force several years ago, quit just 
before a pending discharge. 
Chief Riempp said the Glass- 
holer told police that he blacks 
out and he doesn't remember 
what happens. 


According to Riempp. Glasshof­ 
er asked that the following mes­ 
sage be relayed to the Croydon 
woman: "Apologize to the woman 
for me just incase I did it. Tell 
her I’m sorry." 
Chief Riempp pointed out that 
"a man wouldn’t say he was 
sorry for something if he was 
positive he didn’t do it." 
Emptied Pocketbooks 
The chief said that Glasshofer 
emptied the pocketbooks of vic­ 
tims. took money, and their cards. 
Then he would warn them that 
"I’ll get you and your kids if you 
tell the police." 
Glasshofer and other men in 
the Phildelphia lineup were told 
to repeat this sentence. ~ 
"Ail this stuff should be publiciz­ 
ed," Chief Riempp said. "Maybe 
it will help curb this Idnd of viola­ 
tion. Women shouldn't be asham­ 
ed to come in and report inci­ 
dents like this. There’s no telling 
how many cases of this have 
happened where women were too 
afraid to come in and report it." 
The Bensalem chief said that 
juries are "too easy on the de- 
fendents. and they weigh their 
personality rather than the offense 
when making a decision."

The latter bureau, which is su­ 
pervised directly by Dr. Meyer, 
conducts a vast medical program 
in addison to its tuberculosis con­ 
trol work The bureau maintains 
a surveiiance on all kinds of com­ 
municable diseases; diptheria, ty­ 
phoid. dysentery, whooping cough, 
infectious hepatitis, and others 
One of the concrete things the

Surveiiance Program 
Tins surveiiance program is as­ 
sisted by private physicians who 
report certain communicable dis­ 
eases to the bureau. These might 
include various types of food 
poisoning, as well as hepatitis, in­ 
fluenza, trichinosis, typhoid fever, 
syphilis, and gonorrhea. 
In many cases, these diseases 
require follow up work by person­ 
nel of the other branches of the 
health department; for instance, 
environmental health and nursing 
divisions. 
The bureau's venereal disease 
clinic is maintained at Lower 
Bucks County Hospital. The clinic 
seeks to diagnose the diseases, 
treat affected persons, and fol­ 
low-up lx*h patients and contacts 
Well Child males 
The 
bureau 
maintains 
Well 
Child Clinics, offering 29 sessions 
a week in 22 locations. These 
clinics offer parents counselling 
a md advice in child care, la add!- 
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lion. the clinics provide immuniz­ 
ation 
programs 
for 
whooping 
cough, tetanus, diptheria, small­ 
pox and polio. 
Other clinics include a monthly 
parasitology clinic and a monthly 
orthopedic clinic. 
The latter is held in Doylestown 
in cooperation with 
the state 
health department program 
for 
handicapped children. The ortho­ 
pedic 
program supplies, 
when 
needed, medical care, pediatric 
care, physical therapy, and re­ 
habilitation consultation. The pro­ 
gram is available to all county 
residents from birth to 21 years of 
age. 
The bureau also functions in the 
area of chronic ailments, treating 
such 
problems 
as 
diabetes, 
rheumatic fever, and heart trou­ 
ble 
Prtv aiattvc Program 
In the preventative program for 
rheumatic fever, private physi­ 
cians refer patients to the county 
health department for penicillin 
Although the department provides 
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the penicillin, the patient remains 
under his doctor's supervision. 
School children who have shown 
possible heart defects in their 
school physical examinations may 
be referred for special diagnostic 
services. Again, the private physi­ 
cian retains his supervision. 
Contemplated for the near fu 
lure is a screening program for 
diabetes, cancer, glaucoma, and 
other chronic illnesses. 
Because 
the department be­ 
lieves that "fostering good mental 
health is a part of our community 
education 
program", 
it 
works 
closely with the Bucks County 
Psychiatric Center Together, they 
maintain regular out-patient care, 
including consultations with pati­ 
ents who have psychiatric prob­ 
lems.

Hon three divisions operate under 
the Bureau of Medical Services;

Mcllhinney, a de­ 
veloper, announced his new 
shopping center project In 
Lower Southampton. 
Mcllhinney recently sent a rep­ 
resentative to the Pennsylvania 
State Highway Department offices 
at Haverford to check on the de­ 
tails of widening the road before 
planning the Street Road. Shop­ 
ping Center! 
According to the report* he re­ 
ceived, 
the 
entire 
length 
of 
Street Road will be widened to 
80 feet except for the part in 
Feasterville where it passes the 
front of the Friends Cemetery, at 
which point it will be nine feet 
less. 
The newly widened road will 
continue from the point where 
Street Road has joined with the 
still incomplete Delaware Valley 
Expressway up to the point in 
Central Bucks where the road is 
already 80 feet in width. This 
will include Bensalem township, 
both Southampton, and Warmin­ 
ster in Lower Bucks. 
The exact date of the widening 
has not been settled, but it will 
be completed before 1965 accord­ 
ing to present highway depart­ 
ment plans. 
"Street Road is the main artery 
in Bucks County.” Mcllhinney 
said, "and it is going to grow 
more important with these new 
developments." The widening of 
the road will add to the interest 
of industry and commercial firms 
in building along it, he said.

Valley, said the blueprints showed 
more land than actually exists. 
He said his firm would re­ 
draft the specifications and make 
new application at a future date. 
The 39-unit project is planned to 
be built on a site of |V« acres 
at the intersection of Mill Creek 
Road and Edgely Ave. 
Not Enough Roam 
Commissioner Leonard Sokolove 
told the board that the plans as 
presented wouldn’t allow enough 
room to build the 30 apartments. 
He noted that the plans showed 
80 feet more land than the builder 
actually owns. 
The commissioner also suggest­ 
ed the board consider making 
some revisions in the garden-type 
apartment ordinance, regarding 
minimum size of plots, density 
and height requirements. 
Township 
regulations 
specify 
that only ta per cent of a site 
may be occupied by apartment 
buildings. Joseph Mixner. chair* 
man of the township planning 
commission, said the CMC plans 
indicated the site would be 60 per 
cent occupied by dwellings.

Mixner told the board that he 
would still favor approval of tho 
project when plans are revised 
because it would "mean a large 
(ax ratable for the township." 
One resident. Charles J. Mc- 
Grath, of 55 Violet Road, Violet- 
wood, voiced objection to the 
apartments. 
McGrath, a member of the Bris­ 
tol Township School Board, said 
his home is only 200 feet from 
the apartment site. He objected to 
apartment buildings "butting next 
to our homes. Ifs a mistake to 
try and change the entire sub­ 
urban concept of an area hut to 
obtain tax stables," he stated. 
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
